Claims 1-23 recite a method for recycling a charge in a memory device, a circuit 
configuration for multiple recycling of bit line charges and a memory device. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest at least the step or circuit for 
"momentarily closing one or more switches to transfer charge from one or more power 
line of a first array of bit line sense amplifiers involved in a first refresh operation to one 
or more power lines of at least second and third arrays of bit line sense amplifiers 
involved in subsequent refresh operations".
